was found iii the Connersville canal 
about six o’clock this morning* 
Tile 
body was floating on the top of the 
water, and in the opinion of Coroner 
Spiceley of Fayette county, had not 
been in the w ater for more than an 
hour. 
Mr, Gregg left a note in his 
coat pocket which explained his deed. 
The body was recovered by the Con­ 
nersville fire department and taken 
to a Connersville undertaking estab­ 
lishment. 
It will be removed to this 
city for burial in all probability al­ 
though no definite arrangem ents have 
been made. 
The body was found by a crowd of 
men led by W allace M ason of Con­ 
nersville. 
Mason crossed the bridge 
over the canal in Eighth street about 
six o’clock this morning and noticed 
a h at hanging on the ea.-t end of the 
bridge rail. 
Beside it oil the floor of 
the bridge lay a coat. a pair of shoes, 
a collar and a necktie. 
His fir.-t im­ 
pression ’was that someone had ended 
their life in the w aters of the canal. 
He gathered a crowd of men and 
the search was started down stream. 
It was 
not necessary 
to 
go 
far. 
About a block toward Seventh street 
ju st where the canal widens into sort 
of a pond, they found the body of a 
man floating, face downward, near 
the west bank. 
The Connersville fire 
department 
was called, and 
with a 
grapling 
hook, Chief 
B arns 
dragged 
the 
heavy body from the water. Tile body 
was laid on the bank until 
Coroner 
Spicelv arrived. It was seen from the 
first that life was extinct and that it 
would be usele-s to attem pt to revive 
him. 
The body was removed to a 
Connersville undertaking 
establish- 
ment. 
Both the coroner and the under­ 
taker are of th e ‘opinion that the body 
had not been in the w ater fo r more 
than an hour. 
The undertaker says 
th at there was very little w ater in the 
dead m an’s lindy and that it is very 
likely th a t death w as from natural 
causes rath er than by drowning, due 
to the condition in which lie was at 
the time he jumped into the water. 
His body was as black as inn when 
removed from the 
water, but the 
corpse w as made to look as natural 
as life. 
People who passed over the Eighth 
street canal bridge as late as eleven 
o’clock last night did not notice the 
wearing apparel on the bridge which 
upholds the theory that he 
had not 
been in the w'ater long. 
An employe 
in the I. A' C. traction’s car barns 
here, who lives in Connersville and 
travels back and forth to this city to 
his work, saw 
the clothes 
on the 
bridge as be passed over it about five 
twenty-five o’clock this morning. 
He 


boarded the I. & C. car at Conners­ 


ville at five-thirty and remarked 
to 


the conductor that lie had seen the 


mercy on my soul.

night. 
That the deed was premeditated, 
and that he deliberately took his own 
life, i- alike 
revealed in the 
note 
which was found iii the dead man’s 
coat pocket. 
Also are the 
causes 
which led up to the terrible deed told 
in the note. 
The note was written 
with a pencil on heavy tablet paper. 
That Mr. Gl ogg had lost all control 
of himself and that he was not en­ 
tirely sane due to his physical condi­ 
tion, is made plain in the note which 
lie left. 
He admits that he could not 
free himself from the tenaeles of a 
habit which had grown on him and 
ended his life here on earth to begin 
another which is uncertain, yet de­ 
pending on the mercy of a just Re­ 
deemer. 
Mr. Gregg had been missing from 
this city fo r more than four months.

accidents last evening and this m orn­ 
ing. 
Besides two deaths, one acci­ 
dental and another a suicide, that of 
T. E. Gregg, two men were hurt while 
working in that city. 
William Brackmard, chief 
stage 
hand at the Grand opera house there, 
fell to his death about seven o’clock 
last evening. 
He suffered with the 
intense heat baek*of the stage and 
placed two narrow 
planks from a 
widow sill of the opera house to the 
top of a box car which stood on the 
track next to the opera-house. 
Ile 
stood on them to get cool. One of the 
planks broke and threw him to the 
hard pavement, head first. 
The right 
side of his skull hit the 
pavement 
and his neck was broken. 
Ile never 
regained consciousness and died two 
hours later.

Liner W a s Hurried Back Without U n ­ 
loading Some of Her Cargo— Dock 
Strike In England Had Delayed Her 
Sailing. 


On her last trip out from New York 
the liner Lusitania broke the famous 
record of her sister ship, the Maure­ 
tania, which in the rush last Decem­ 
ber to land her Christm as mails in 
England in time w’as unloaded, loaded 
and coaled and steamed away from 
the New York port within thirty-eight 
hours of her arrival. The work of get- 
liugAhe Lusitania into port and away 
again was accomplished in thirty-two 
hours and tea minutes. 
The reason for all this haste is that 
the Lusitania had been thrown off her 
schedule by labor troubles on the other 
side, aud it was necessary for her to 
catch up with her sailing dates to 
bring home the host of Americans 
who had booked their return trip on 
her. 
The Lusitania brought I,CIO passen­ 
gers, and it took several hours before 
the baggage of the last of these had 
been removed to the pier and her steer­ 
age passengers transported to Ellis 
island. 
As soon as this was done the 
307 stewards fell to work putting 
things ship*hape. 
They had to clean 
900 rooms and scrub several miles of 
alleyways and many feet of stairs. 
In the engine room the force began at 
once to tune up engines and get ready 
for the run to Liverpool. 
As soon as possible the big Lusitania 
was breasted off from her pier and the 
coal 
barges 
sent 
alongside. 
They 
worked four on each side. 
Filling the^larder was even more of 
a task than coaling the Lusitania. The 
liner arrived here with supplies low, 
for she had carried more than the cr 
dinars- complement of passengers. 
It 
was nearly sailing time when the re 
port was brought that the last of the 
provisions were in the cold storage 
rooms. 
Some of the big items on the 
stew ard's list were 16,000 pounds of 
beef, 1,600 pounds of lamb, 
4,000 
pounds ( f mutton, 4,000 pounds of fish. 
2,000 pounds of corned beef, 21,000 
eggs and four tons of vegetables. 
Almost as soon as each arriving pas 
sengcr left his or her stateroom stew- j 
ards were gathering up the linen, and ■ 
even while the passengers’ baggage 1 
was coming ashore the bales of soiled ! 
linen were tieing tossed to the lower j 
pier. An hour after the liner had made t 
fast the wash started on the way, to ! 
the laundry. 
Forty thousand pieces 1 
went and were washed and back on ! 
board the Lusitania within twenty- j 
five hours. 
The Lusitania brought 843 tons of , 
cargo, and she took out almost the 
same amount. 
Beyond the., rem ora I of 
some express packages there was no ; 
attempt to load or unload. It was said I 
that there was only a small amount of , 
perishable stuff between decks. 
Part 
of this cargo, it is said, are lemons. 
They arc- now on their fourth trip I 
across the Atlantic, and their value 
as a commercial product is a question 
which will be best determined when 
they are unloaded. 
This consignment 
of lemons, according to the story told ■ 
on board, first crossed the A tlantic. 
from an Italian port to New York. 
When they were landed it was found 
there was a better m arket for lemons 
in England. 
So they made their sec-j 
ond voyage, this time to Liverpool in 
the Lusitania. 
When the vessel got j 
there labor agitation had destroyed the j 
market. 
The 
lemons 
remained on 
board. 
On her record trip to carry the Christ­ 
mas mails the M auretania was in port 
thirty-sevenH ours and twenty-one min­ 
utes.

The “Speaking Face" Is Here 


From Paris. 


SCHOOL 
FOH 
OETEGTIVES, 


New York Official H as Been Studying 
Latest Improvement of the Bertillon 
Method, and Police Department W ill 
T ry It. 


The 
portrait 
parle, 
or 
“speaking 
face.” a new system of identification 
at present in operation in London and 
Paris, is to be introduced in this coun­ 
try. 
Police Commissioner Waldo is to 
give the system a trial in New York 
city aud hopes through it to build up 
the greatest school for detectives in 
tho world. 
Captain Joseph Faurot, in charge of 
the criminal identification of the New 
York police department, has for sev­ 
eral months past been abroad study­ 
ing the system of facial identification 
of the criminal and other peculiarities 
of gait, .speech and shape of head and 
his lips, his cheeks, his cars, chin, fore­ 
head, eyebrows, marks, wrinkles and 
lines of the face. 
The Bertillon system of finger print 
identification is already in use in the 
New York department 
Captain 
Faurot 
will 
establish 
a 
school of detectives to study the new 
system. 
Each 
detective 
will take 
about twenty lessons. 
Then while on 
the job if a detective runs across fin­ 
ger prints he will take the impression 
to headquarters and find filed along 
with the prints there a small gallery 
of photos of any thief whose finger 
prints happen to correspond to those 
the detective has. Ile studies the nose, 
mouth, face of his man, his physical 
peculiarities. 
Formerly he knew only generally 
that his man was five feet eight inches, 
of 
light 
complexion, 
sandy 
hair, 
weighed IOO pounds, was blue eyed, 
etc. 
The complete identification was 
not made until arrest and arraignment. 
Noses under the new system are 
classed as “cave,” “reef’ and “vexe,” 
or concave, rectilinear and convex. 
Then there are other differences in 
nose, such as height, width, projection 
and the base, which may be elevated, 
or snub, horizontal or depressed. 
As to ears, Captain Faurot says that 
no two ears are alike. Ears are classi­ 
fied as a subdivision to noses and have 
many peculiarities. Ile said: 
“The classification of the ears as a 
minor division of the nose group is as 
follows: 
‘Dcq,’ lobe descending or 
square; ‘ear,’ antitragus concave or 
straight; ‘vex,’ pli convex, concave or 
Intermediate; ‘trp,’ the lobe traversed 
or not by a hollow; ‘sep,’ lobe separat­ 
ed or not from the cheek, and ‘sa,’ a 
projecting antitragus. 
“A division as to the height of the 
Individual follows. 
The forehead, be­ 
ing a prominent feature, has its place 
in the new scheme. Ileight, width, in­ 
clination and insertion of the hair are 
all considered. 
The hair may come 
down on the forehead round, square 
or pointed, and if there is none the de­ 
gree of frontal baldness is carefully 
noted. 
The presence or absence of an 
arch and wrinkles where the nose 
joins the forehead furnishes a detail 
that a detective will have in mind 
when hunting a criminal whose salient 
physical characteristics have been giv­ 
en to him. 
“Under the verbal portrait system 
lips range from very small to very 
great. 
The extent of projection, the 
showing of teeth and the peculiar 
marks found on many lips all have 
their share in the system, along with 
the various features of the chin, which 
may be vertical, projecting or reced­ 
ing. Mouths range from very small to 
very large, and the inclination at the 
corners often offers a prominent char­ 
acteristic. 
' ‘After the city’s detectives have 
learned the classification in the ‘nose 
and ears college’ they will get the de­ 
scription of olTe'TYf 200 portraits and 
will be told to pick out the picture of 
the man whom the description fits. 
Later they will receive descriptions 
of men who are to be captured in a 
crowd. 
When a detective goes after 
a criminal with the verbal portrait de­ 
scription he will have a mental picture 
of the prominent characteristics of his 
man.”

TERSE TELEGRAMS 


A DELUGE GF STICKY STUFF 


When a Great Reservoir Containing 


More Than 
a 
Million 
Gallons 
of 
Crude M olasses Let Go the Streets 


For Blocks Were Inundated, in Many 


Houses the Floors Being Covered to 
the Depth of Two Feet. 


New' Orleans, Sept. 12. — Residents 
of the vicinity of M arket and St. 
Thomas streets, accustomed for years 
to live under the overhanging banks 
of the Mississippi levee, have been 
overwhelmed by a strange and unac­ 
customed flood. Th„e flood was a great 
tide of molasses that flowed out of the 
largest molasses storage depot in the 
world and turned streets, yards and 
houses Into a sticky, smelling mass 
with which people and the city offi­ 
cials wrestled vainly. 
They are still 
wrestling with it “and it will be days 
before the vicinity is cleared up. 
The warehouse of the Sugar Plant­ 
ers* Storage company was a reservoir 
used toy the old muniicpal waterworks 
plant. It covered more than an entire 
square block and contained more than 
a million gallons of crude molasses. 
The walls are twenty feet high and of 
thick brick, reinforced with steel and 
concrete. 
The great weight of the 
molasses is supposed to have caused 
them to. give way. 
With a loud roar 
a section of the c’all some twenty feet 
wide, broke. 
Tht sticky fluid rolled 
out in all directions. 
Its depth just 
after leaving the reservoir was more 
than fifteen feet, and it reached Mag­ 
azine street, a third of a mile away, 
with a depth of ten inches. 
The 
weight of the molasses came upon twro 
big city w'ater mains and the heavy 
pipe crumbled, adding great streams 
of water to the molasses and swelling 
the volume of the fluid. 
In the streets the scene was almost 
indescribable. 
Many residences were 
tw'o feet deep in the sticky mass. Men 
and women overtaken in the streets 
were rescued wdth difficulty and many 
who fell barely escaped suffocation.

Rape for H o g P a s t u r e 


By F. C. KING, Animal Husbandry Department, Purdue Experiment Station 
Purdue University Agricultural Extension 


Rape Affords Abundance of Excellent Forage for Pigs. 


Rape often fills an important place 
on the hog farm. 
On the best regu­ 
lated farm there are times in the late 
summer and fall when pasture for 
hogs is short. 
This is especially true 
this year when the drouth has Just 
left pastures very short and clover a 
comparative failure. 
Rape has been 
found to be very useful in providing 
green pasture on occasions like these. 
Rape furnishes pasture as good as 
clover and often makes even better 
gains on the 
hogs. 
Prof. 
Carlyle 
says: “Rape Is a better green forage 
for growing pigs than good clover 
pasture; the pigs fed upon rape hav­ 
ing made on the average IOO pounds 
of gain on 33.5 pounds less grain 
than was required by the pigs fed on 
clover pasture.” 
As rapid and as 
economical gains were made at the 
Kansas experiment station with rape 
as a pasture as with alfalfa. 
The rape can be sown in drills 24 
to 30 inches apart to facilitate culti­ 
vation or it can be sown broadcast. 
In either case, a well prepared seed­ 


bed is required. 
A poorly prepared 
seed bed is very unsatisfactory for 
rape. 
When sown in drills, about 
tw^> of three pounds of seed per acre 
Is sufficient, but if sown broadcast, 
three to five pounds and sometimes 
more are needed. 
When 
pasturing 
rape, 
the 
hogs 
should not be turned on until the 
plants are twelve or fourteen inches 
or better still, sixteen to eighteen 
Inches high. 
When pastured before 
this time the hogs pull up the young 
plants and kill them, thus destroy­ 
ing the pasture. 
Rape should not be 
pastured so that nothing except the 
bare stalk remains. 
A few' leaves or 
parts of leaves should be left to start 
new growth. 
If planted In drills and 
cultivated after each period of pas­ 
turing, the crop can continue to be 
used until freezing weather. 
With such a plant for use there Is 
no need for lack of pasture because 
clover has failed, but good land must 
be used, for rape will not grow on 
! poor land.

Harmless Remedy Restores 


to Natural Color. 


According to Kentucky Stale 


Entomologist. 


Lexington, Ky., Sept. 12.—Professor 
H. Garman, entomologist at the Ken­ 
tucky experim ent station, has returned 
from the mountains in the vicinity of 
Cortin, w here he spent several days 
studying the origin and symptoms of 
pellagra and if possible to discover a 
reason for its spreading in southeast­ 
ern Kentucky. 
“I have not reached a definite con­ 
clusion,” said Professor Garman, ‘ but 
from some of the evidence I have col­ 
lected I am inclined to the belief that 
pellagra is infectious, notwithstanding 
the opinion of physicians and other au­ 
thorities who have been working with 
it th at it is not contagious. 
“My investigations on this trip tend 
to show th a t the disease is caused 
and dissem inated by the inoculation 
of the patient. 
“W ithin a short distance of a house 
occupied by a family in which there 
are four cases of pellagra, I discovered 
several specimens of the buffalo gnat 
in w ater from which the afflicted in­ 
dividuals had used. 
This close prox­ 
imity tends to confirm the belief that
